LETTER CARRIERN DISSATISFIED,

Elght Monrs Is o Good Whilo when Hroken
into Mmall Chunks,

The letter carriers of the clty are much
diseatisfied with Postmaster Pearson's ar-
rangoments to earry out the new eight-hour
lnw, which went fnto effect yesterday., Instend
of the eight hours of work being consecutive
hours, Mr. Pearson has scatter<d them by a
system of “swings.” so that from the hour
when the earriers must report for duty to that
at which they can got away {8 in many in-
stances much more than alght hours, and they
hnve the difference in time off during different
parts of the day when work Is slack. The men
nsgort thut they are thus worse off than hefore
the law was passed. A carrier at Statlon A,
spenking for hils fellows, sald:

* The new system {8 simply outrageous, One
man at this stntion reports ut 6 in the morning,
and does notfinish his work until 10:90 at night.
The hours off during the day are no gooed to us
or our familles. They are simply a temptation
for us to go to_the nenrest saloon and drink.
We hiva to work harder than ever before. The
now men get thoe "snaps’ In the way of good
hours, probably bacasuse the authoritles don't
want to paralyze them all at once,

*Une mwan it Statlon A comes on at 6 and
works until 9. He then hns n swing until 10,
when ho reports and works until 11:45. He
then swings until 1 o'clock, und works from
thut hour until 2:45. Aenin he works from i :40
to 5:45, He is practically on duty foe fifteen
minutes less than twelve hours,”

At the other braneh offlces similar complaints
wero made. It is proposed to appoint & com-
mittes of earrlers to lay the mutter befors the
Postmnster-General,

Postmaster Pearson sald yesterday:

*There 1s absolutely no umi for these
complaints, and they ean probably be traced to
a faw mulcontants who have not glven the sys-
tom o lair chance, The new law does not say
that the I'ost Office employees must have aleht
hours of consscutive service. It simplyforbids
their belng worked more than eight hours in
nny oon dny. Our service begins, suy. at 5
u'crork in the morning and |asts untll midnight,
or nineteen hours aitogether. Dividing these
hours by elght, wo have two tours and three-
et hts of a tour. It would be Impossible to give
all the mon eight hours consecutive work, al-
though a fair provortion of the employess work
on that sehedule. Two men might have all
they eould do the first four hours in a dur. but
in the second four thers would hardly be
enough tor one, so we swing one of the men
ovar untll such o timoe as there s more work
for him, Itisthe only pian that s just to the
d?nu};lmeul and most coduclve 1o good ser-
vice

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LIKE THE CARDIFF GIANT.

A4 BTONE ANTMAL PUT ON EXHIBITION
BY AMOA8 FENN,

A XAttle Like n Qiraffe, an Eik, a Goses,
and a Kangaree, bat It Wasn't Any of
Thear—8nld 1o bave been Fonnd In &

s Qaarry—-A Seologiat Takes a Lonh,

Amoa Penn ls an enterprising Jerseyman
who quarries stons near Ireland's mill, Dridee-
ton, New Jorsay, Tho stone he finda in that
reglon s red and sandy and not very land.
Btill it is used for bullding purposes and the
business s not Inconslderable. A few days
ago Mr. Penn waa having some of his red
sandstons dug out from a quarry about five
feat bolow the surface when one of his work-
men struck his fron bar through a erack in the
rocks and easily prisd a big plecs one alde,
disclosinig within a etone of peculiar form.
The workman plied his piek ecarefully. and In
a little while removed a covering of soft sand-
stone from an oblong plece of stons that re-
pombled a mnn's body more than anvthing
else, The form was not so delieately chiselied
as would be a pleco of statuary, but that did
not make any differonce to the quarry workers
In the estimate they placed upon the value of
their discovery, They became somewhnt ex-
cited, and spread the news far and wido that a
sandatone man had bean found.

Protty soon sightsoers gathered, and began
poking the thing to make sure that they really
anw what they Imagined they did. Thelrtouch
was not altogether geutlo. and the body of the
prohistoric man crumbled Into little bits
Then the erowd dived for the chunks of sand-
stone man, and put them In thelr pockets to
carry off and keep as relles.  Mr. Penn did not
like to lose thia curlosity, but the exelted
visitors were too much for him, All Bridgeton
talked about the wonderfol find, and the learn-
el mon of thoe town theorlzed desply ns
o whother nr not the mnn had  once
fvod on that spot In  Jersey and  hail
beon eanught in n prehistorie tornado of snnd
nnd griwvel and been buriod In his trocks, And
they speculnated, too, on the possibility of his
having hwg nn lnhabltant of some otho
reglon who had beon enught in tho aforosal
tornmlo of saund nnd gravel, kgl had boen cnrs
rled along until the storm had spent itsfury nnd
dropped him thetre to bo metamorphossad into
pure sandstone. Any way, grent excitement
prevalled, and the ovent was spoken of as the
most interesting thing that had occurred In
Bridgeton within the memory of the oldest
inhabitant,

Quarcymin Penn went homo the night his
stone man had been erumbled into relics, dis-
gustod and provoked at the loss lie had suf-
fered. He feit that there ought to be a fortuns
—a small one, any way—In the discovery ol a

trilled corpse of o man who probably had
g:«n n contomporary of the Cardiff giant. and
ho was justly entitled to be pomewhat incensed
nt having the stranegers treat his find the way
they did. Bo when he got up the next morming
ho put on hils diseovery elothes and went out to
his guarries, determined to dig for mmethlﬁﬂ
else that had been canght in the same tornado
of rand and gravel which had buried the man.

Ho met with luck. He found something
which no ove enn name. It 18 a eurlous nbjoeet.
It may have been a cousinto a girafe, orn
croas botwean o horse nand an olk. or perhups
it was the ™ What is it ¥ of the menpgerio that
went on a tour of the world fore Noall went
fnto the wild animal husiness, Two other
things this thing might bo. First. it may bo
renlly n_specimen of the earving of the nbo-
riginnl Jorseymen, or it may be n specimon of
the earving of the modern Jerseyman, A fence
has been put up around (L and yon may pay
your money to go In undlook at the thing an
then take your choise of the claims and theories
as to what it is.

On the duy when tho thing wns uncoveroad
the instruments of the quarrymen had got be-
tween six _and alght fest benenth the ground
surfaco, Then the pleks struck something
bard, After 8 moment of joyful speculation
the work was recumed with eager eare,  Little
by little the stone covering wis taken off ot nll
the hard stone. and whon it had all been ve-
moved, the body of the wonderful animal wis
all laid bare to the sun. Tho form of the
queer object resembled a girae In that it
had & long neck nnd o head comparatively
emall for the body, The lore leet wors
larger than tho hind ones. The extreme longth
of the beast was ¥ fent from the hindquartors
to the hreast. and from the bhindquarters totha
topof the head it was 12 foat, From the back
to the underpart of tho belly the distance is 3%
feot. The distunce from the hind foot 1o the
upper part of tha hips is 5 feet, while the dis-
tance from the fore foot to the upper part of
the shoulders is (i1: feet. The hioofs are eloven.
In the places where eyes and ears ought to be
there are protuberances, Tho nose is protty
nearly perfect. Homething that looks llke a

Emin Pasha Sald ta be Marching North
Against the Makdl

LoXpox, Aug, 1.—A despatch from Zanel-
bar saya: * Two nativa messengors, who Were
captured from an earlier expedition by tribes
in the Uganda district. bordering on the Albert
Nyanza. and who eseapad from thelr eaptors
about the beginning of April, have just arrived
here. T'hoay report that Emin Pashn was in n
situntion ¢f great diicuity, FProvislons were
scarce nnd diffienit to procurs, and his troops
wore bezinning to be discournged. On April 4
Emin recelved a summons from the Mahdl,
dated Khartoum, to surrender and te disband
his troops, the Mahdl threatening to attnok If
Emin refusad.

“ Emin also raceived a letter, purporting to
be from Lupon Dey, urging bim to surrender
ns thoe only menana to avert a mnssacre of the
Europeans at Khartoum and Wndelal. Emin's
outposts confirmed reports of the Mahdi's ad-
vance, saying that ecouts on armad veasels had
nnpoared at the confluence of the Nile and the
Bobat. Emin conslidered the Lupton lottor to
be a forgory, but he decided to advanee him-
solf with the bulk of his troops by tho ioft bank

gf tha Nile. and to endeavor to a\:r(p[i-o tho
Inlull, compensating for Iack of provisions by
rnpitlilsr of attuek.

It will re-
quire something more than yvague reports
nlso to convinee the world that Emin Pashn
is marchivg north to attack the Mahdf, con-
alduring the fact that while Emin Yashn hns
represented himsaslf as baving plenty of pro-
\'Iuluna, he has all plong reported that ho woas
almost destitute of ammunition.

Theso natives could not not hiave hrought
any loformation whatever converning  the
Tippu Tib anid tha Upper Congo.  Sinve Binn-
loy mot out, Emin Pashn has not received n
partiels of news from the Congo reglon, Had
there heen any means of |'.r1u|munl'nullnr\hu-
twoon the Unpor Congo and the l-dwn.'r Nile,
Stanloy would not have found it so dificult to
traverse the Intervoning country,

It appoars probnble that this despateh is
mude up of Some rumore (rom letorin Nyanen
nbout Emin 'nsha. and algo others about the
white 'usha and Tinpee Tib that have sorond
iniand from Zanzibar. When Emin Pasha sets
out to Aght the Mahdl single handed, he will
bo likely to disclose his purpose in writing,
and not by the word of mouth of natlve mos-
sengers.

THE FIRST PRESRYIERIAN CRURCH
ENTERKD BF BURULARA.

Mueh Damase Dene Mallclonsly and Valne
abiss Carried O8~The Gune Heocomes
Drank on Cemmunion Wine, But Evenpes,

Sexton Charlea J. Day of the First Preaby-
terfan Chureh, at Fifth avenue and Fleventh
streot, was purprised early on Hunday morning

Inat, while making his usual tour of Inspection,

to soo Lhe as In the vedtry room Blazing, He

remomberad distinetly that he had not used
the light on Saturday evening. A glanecs nt
the room showad that a gang of burglarious
vandula had boen plaring bhavoo with snered
things whils the sexton waa sleaping. In the
middle of the foor wus a hoap of ruins, includ-
ing the fragments of broken doors, ehnirs,
ktools, and ottomaneg, on the top of which were
two two-gallon demijohns. The 1ron door
of n safe three feet square. bmilt in the
masonry flush with the wnll, was smashed

in and the ehuroh'a historle bap-
tismnl challeo, over which were nnmed
many  bablos who  aftervard became

distivgujshed citizens, Including Robert Lo-
nox and William E. Dodge, had beon stolen.
Beattered about tho room were flles, serow-
drivers, o géyon foot erowbar, nnd a sledge
hammer, with which the sacrelligious robbera
had done tholr work. These belonged to the
moxton, and hnd been kept under tho stalrs
leading from the eollar to the vestry room. The
poxton {san ex-1olica Bergeant of the Twen-
tieth street etntion.and he began investigat-
ing. He found that the thisves had drank just
two gallons of communion wine, barring hall n

sblet full that they hnd left on the sink undoe
tho water couler.

From
tho quantity of wine they drank and the up-
pearance of the choreh, Mr. Doy thinks thora
wore three men In the gang.

He had no trouble finding out how they got

in, The church is nenrly surronnded by Tawn,
occupy ing nll the groun m.-lnF Filtie avenue,
betwern Eleventh an wallth sirects, A

oach of the corners of tha structure is & elren-
lar \mnlllnl!nf shalt. The alr enters thess
shafis through eratings in the musonry., The
thieves firet tried to bronk throneh the grating

Then they went Lo the
northweat corver. where, conesaled hehind
some shubbery, thoy worked undetoctod. They
broke open the grating and fousd them-
ralves N narrow ricked  pnsasnge,
through  which the alr ecireulated  into
the shnft. Ther tore down the bricks on ono
plde of this paasago, ernwled through the open.
ing. nnd were outside the shaft betweon the
four brick walls onelosing it. _In the east wall
of this enclosure they 'fnuml an iron door,
which they broke open. They struck matelies
and peersd down into the cellnr. The grouni
